New Albany and Salrm Railroad. — W e 
published in the Courier a few days since an ar- 
ticle from a German paper, complaining of the 
N. A. and S. Railroad for not having paid the 
interest on its bonds. The New Albany Ledger 
gives the following explanation : 

So far as the “defalcation” of the New Albany 
and. Salem Railroad is concerned, we understand 
the facts to be these: The company, about a year 
ago, in order to pat their road in good running con- 
dition and increase their rolling stock, absolutely 
necessary to transact the increasing business, pro- 
posed to the bondholders to fund the accruing in- 
terest (or a specified period, in order to appropriate 
the amount to the objects above named. A very 
large majority of the bondholders assented to this 
arrangement, others were not heard from, while 
those who absolutely objected were very few in 
number. Among those who assented were the 
New York agents of the German bondholders, who 
were themselves largely interested as holders of the 
bonds of the Company. The arrangement was car- 
ried into effect by the Company, who, in lieu of 
paying interest, issue -1 to the creditors of the road 
ten per cent, bonds. This transaction can scarcely 
be called a “failure” or a “defa'cation” on the part 
of the Csmptny, since it was entered into with the 
consent of a majority of the bondholders, by which, 
while they would eventually lose nothing, the road 
would be put in good working condition, and its 
ability to meet all its liabilities much increased

A Trip in tbe Cars- The Age of Chivalry (fose- 
Impoliteness of the Men— Indisuatian of our 
Correspondent — Strong minded and Strong- 
armed Women— Arrival at Pewee— In a Bet- 
ter Humor-Delights of a Country Life— Poet- 
ical and Sunshiny, See. 

Pewee Valley, May 26. 1856. 
Mr. Haldeman: “The age of chivalry is gone,” 
has been said long ago, and many and many a time 
repeated, sometimes with a smile, sometimes with 
a sigh; but the truth of the saying was never so 
forcibly brought to my mind, as on this (Monday) 
morning, when I and three companions, all ladies, 
entered the cars rather late, to return to the groves 
and bosky dells of Pewee. There we were in a long 
car filled with ladies and so-called gentlemen, tbe 
atter looking on with as much composure as the 
former, as more and more entered and the tbe aisle 
was filled up nutil there was no posibility of pass- 
ing either way. Yes, filled with females, some 
looking as if they were so tired they were ready to 
fall, and some with little children, and there sat 
those Kentucky gentlemen, gazing with the great- 
est composure' My indignation was aroused, and 
I made some remarks to my companions relative 
to the scarcity of gentlemen, and the profusion of 
masculines in the cars, which, thongh spoken con 
amorc and in an audible voice, only had the effect 
of turning the looks of those nearest out of the 
window, but not one moved, and they all were com- 
pelled to stand until another car was attached, 
which was not very long — much to the satisfaction 
of all concerned, I suppose. I know it was to 
mine, for the atmosphere of politeness in which 
we were enveloped was rapidly becoming too much 
for my temper. And this was in Kentucky, who 
whatever faults she may have, has always retained 
a reputation for the gallantry of her sons. How has 
her glory departed' Who I could doubt which of 
the sexes had the greatest pretensions to control 
the Union, when the males themselves were show, 
ing by practical demonstration that they consider- 
ed females so much better able to take care of 
themselves than they were to protect them' Talk 
of strong-minded women' Tke time is rapidly ap- 
proaching when not only strong minds, but strong 
arms will be requisite if a woman wishes to re- 
ceive the slightest consideration. It is a good thing 
to be a man in this country, or indeed in any other. 
Lords of creation! what business is it of theirs if 
the womankind in Christendom have to stand to all 
eternity, as long as they have comfortable seats? 
What business has a woman to complain? Women 
are only inferior beings at the best, only created to 
minister to their good pleasure' The days of chi, 
valry are gone, when woman’s strength con -isted in 
her weakness, and that prerogative is transferred 
to the gentlemen, whose weakness is principally 
situated in the head. Oh ye shades of Sir Philip 
SUney and Chevalier Bayard' Oh ye knights of old 
who fought for God and your ladies fair, do you 
ever look down upon the earth and see how your 
places are filled by American gentlemen? Times are 
changed since you loved and combatted and con- 
quered on this terrestrial ball! N r longer do the 
knights do homage to the dames; it is the dames 
who must consider the comfort of their effemi- 
nate knights; and take care that their soft hands 
and heads are r eserved from contact with tbe 
vulgar herd. And yet these men, for so I 
s ippose they must be called, sneer and look 
down with conscious superiority upon women who 
essay to fill the place, which they are no longet 
competent to fill, and with calm smiles remark, 
“Woman's proper sphere is home.” Woman’s prop- 
er sphere is home, bat it well becomes the listless, 
degenerated men of the present day to inform any 
one what their proper sphere may be. Sic transit 
gloria mundi, and thongh I have no pretensions to 
be either a strong-minded or strong-armed woman 
I thin* it is well that some exist of both discre- 
tions, as their lords and masters seem to need both 
protection and consideration. 

Snch thoughts were agreeably dispelled from my 
miud by observing that the cars were rapidly ap- 
proaching Pewee. First, we passed O'Bannon’s 
then Tangledell and Vinona appeared to onr view; 
then Tulipburst flew quickly by; and finally the 
train stopped and we all alighted, charmed to find 
ourselves again in that bappy valley where the birds 
sing more sweetly, and everything (except the peo- 
ple) looks fresher and greener than anywhere else, 
and where, last, not least, gentlemen are found oc- 
casionally, some in broadcloth, and some in jeans, 
but with the heart of a gentleman under either. 

The latest product of Pewee of any importance 
was a serenade. We were wakened at about half- 
past eleven o’clock, by sweet sounds approaching. 
Peeping out, we saw the party near tbe house, and 
in a moment “Twilight Dews” was sung in tones of 
the sweetest melody. How sweet it was! All 
around was perfectly st ill, and the moon was shining 
bright, and not a sight or sound distur ed the feli- 
city. As the last notes died away, we all looked 
around, and most of us had tearful eyes. Then a 
polka took away all sad impressions, and we were 
as gay as we had been sorrowful. Two more songs 
as sweet as the first, and one or two instrumental 
airs, and the party took their departure, and we all 
returned to sleep, and to dream of the music. Oh, 
the city people do not know how beautiful mnsic is 
in the country. Music and everything else! Can 
the sun shine as bright anywhere but here? I fee! 
sympathy aud commisseration for the people who 
are so hemmed up in towns and cities that they nev- 
er see a leaf except it be covered with dust, and 
never bear a bird sing but in a cage. On such a 
day as this, the sentence is never absent from my 
mind, “God made the country, and man made the 
town.”

George D. Preutice — A Question 
of Veracity. 

Editors oj the Courier: 

Gentlemen — I beg that you will allow me space 
in yonr columns for a short answer to an article in 
to-day’s Journal, in which Mr. Prentice gives his 
reasons for disbelieving what he don't disbelieve. 
It would seem that the editor has some object in 
view — not a good one, you may be sure— to impli- 
cate Bishop Spalding with the authorship of cer- 
tain articles ptib.ished in your columns over the sig 
nature of “A Kentucky Catholic.” He has long 
known that the writer, on every proper occasion, 
has acknowledged himself a3 the author of these 
articles. But he now says that I have only “pious- 
ly consented to assume the paternity of letters” 
written by some one else. 

This charge, implying, as it does, the perpetra- 
tion on my part of a deliberate and very contemp- 
tible fraud, requires something of Christian for- 
bearance in order that it be treated with good tem- 
per. I do not claim any greater share of patience 
than others, but iu what I have to say, I will en 
deavor to regulate my langnage with due regard 
to the character which I have always borne in this 
community. 

Mr. Prentice says that I once occupied the posi- 
tion of “a printer in his office.” This is true, and 
according to his own showing, he should have con- 
gratulated himself on being served by one so “hon- 
est, faithful and industrious.” But times have 
changed, and / am to be congratulated now. not 
precisely on account of having once held such a 
position, but, rather because I have bad the good 
luck to get out of it. 

The editor further states, that I was a “journey- 
man printer.” He does me too much honor. My 
position in his office was no higher (startle not, 
gentle reader!) than that of an apprentice to the 
printing business. Mr. Prentice will certainly not 
look upon my ocoupancy of even so low a sphere of 
usefulness as a matter of discredit, inasmuch as he 
is now seeking to forward the aspirations of a can- 
didate for the Presidency of this Union, who was 
raised from a position folly »s humble. 

Iu the days to which Mr. Preutice refers, there 
was no degradation in being connected with the 
Louisville Journal, even though one did happen 
to occupy an inferior position. The Journal 
was then a dignified, high-toned and eminently 
conservative newspaper. There was then no ad- 
vocacy in its columns of anti-republican doctrir es. 
There were then no attacks from it on the Constitu- 
tion. The editor had not then prostituted the tal- 
ents which God had given him to be used for high- 
er and nobler purposes, to the creation of social 
and political distinctions among the people, based 
upon differences of rel.gious belief. He had not 
then sought to place the law of the mob over the 
law of the land. He had not then degraded the 
likeness of God in bis own person by taking a mid- 
night oath to oppose and oppress those who, alike 
with himself, were fashioned after this same image. 
It is not what Mr. Prentice and mvaelf have been, 
bat what we now are , that is to be looked at. I 
was his apprentice, and we have his own acknowl- 
edgement, that t iougb “not bright,” I was “hon- 
est, faithful, and industrious.” It is a matter of 
congratulation that it is only a superfluous virtue 
which the editor cannot find it in his conscience to 
accord me. It may be that he will after awhile 
conclude that at the age of forty I have made up 
what was wanting at seventeen. 

It will be seen that Mr. Prentice has shifted his 
ground. The Bishop, on whom he was disposed 
to charge the authorship of tha articles, being out 
of the way, “ some third person,” who is nameless, 
must have written them. “Some of the hierarchy 
are ou hand,” says he. Does he know the meaning 
of the word hierarch y ? If he does, he must con- 
clude that the article published in tbe Courier of 
Tuesday was telegraphed I ;om Cincinnati, Covington 
Vincennes or Nashville. Why don’t he interrogate 
the clerks iu the telegraph offices’ Doubtless, 
however, he considers as members of the hierar- 
chy every Catholic clergyman in the city. Then 
why don't be address notes to those clergymen, in 
order to satisfy himself as to whether they, too, 
have not had a hand in tbe fraud in which he has 
already attempted to involve Bishop Spalding and 
myself? He does not see hove a Roman Catholic 
layman, be he ever so intelligent, can possibly dis- 
cuss the differences Involved In the dispute between 
the advocates of Protestantism and Catholicity, 
and yet he himself, though, so (hr as I am advised, 
he has never attached himself to any chnrcb, and 
never made theology a study, -’resumes to discuss 
those issues with all the confidence of a Doctor of 
Divinity. With myself the case is altogether dif 
f. rent, and he knows it. I have been a Catholic 
all my life. I was at one time the publisher of a 
Catholic paper, and the issues between the two 
systems are perfectly familiar to me. 

Again, Mr Prentice would seem to think It a 
great piece of impertinence iu any one to be guilty 
of using quof Ui LH from a foreign or a dead lan- 
r guag -, uu!«*.s he can prove himself able to read 
and understand that language with as much facility 
as his mother tongue. This is mere sophistry. He 
knows that there have been compiled, and are in 
general use, “books of quota: ions,” for the very 
purpose of aiding tbe per era! speaker and writer. 

I have little doubt that he has himself such a work, 
and that he has often availed himself of its aid. 
Were Mr. Prent'ce acquainted, even in the slightest 
degree, with the service of the Church, it would be 
very easy for him to account for my knowledge of 
the meaning of tbe quotations used. But iu the 
language of St. John, and I beg the editor’s pardon 
for again disturbing bis equanimity by a Latin quo- 
tation. “Lux intenebris lucet, et ienebm earn non 
comprehenderunt .” “Tbe light sbinetb in dark- 
ness, and the darkness comprehends it not.” Mr. 
Prentice reasons from his own views of things, 
and he cannotmnderstand that men, educated in a 
different school, may find that very simple which 
to him presents insurmountable obstacles 

1 am sorry to charge Mr. Prentice with want o 
candor in his account of the interview held between 
ns at his own request, on Tuesday morning. There 
is not one word of trntli in his statement that I 
asked time to answer the question which he pro- 
pounded to me. Tbe qnestion was i'self a i insult, 
it was intended by him as an insult, and it was 
treated by me as an insult. I had given Mr. Pren- 
tice previously, and then too, at his own request, 
not only my own assurance, but the positive evi- 
dence of others, all of whom were Protestant 
friends, that I and I alone was the author 
of the articles published over the signature 
of “A Kentucky Catholic.” I felt that be had no 
right to catechise me at all. Bat conceiving that 
he could have no object in seeking as he did, an ex- 
planation from me except for tbe purpose of doing 
justice to all concerned, that explanation was cheer- 
fully given. I then believed it was satisfactory 
and I believe so now. 

In conclusion, I will again inform Mr. Prentice, 
that either I and / only wrote the articles over the 
signature of “A Kentucky Catholic,” or else they 
were never written at all.

A Card from Tlion. Joyes Etq. 

So much comment having been made on the sub 
ject of the action of the Old-Line Whigs who met 
at Lexington on the 12th of April, 1856, in obe- 
dience to a call er invitation made in the public 
prints, it is doe to myself, as wel as to my conn 
try, to explain the part I took in that meeting. 

Myself and three or four other*, whom I met with 
on the cars, bound on the same mission, reached 
Lexington about 7 o'clock on the evening of the 
11th, and were informed at ths hotel by those in at- 
tendance that they had an informal meeting that 
evening, and desired that we all should assemble af- 
ter sapper, for the parpose of p; sparing for tho 
business of the next dav. 

We met accordingly, and, after an interchange 
of sentiments, the sketch ot the address and the 
document to be pres-nted for the consideration of 
the meeting next day were read. I then suggested 
the propriety ;>f omitting or leaving out the declar- 
ations that, “ They cannot join, or co-operate, with 
the Democratic party," aud that “ They cannot 
join the American party." This elicited a short 
discussion and several member* expressed their 
concurrence in the sngresti >n, but thought the de- 
clarations immaterial, when one of the most dis- 
tinguished aud experienced politicians af tbe State 
concurred more fully, saying that he thought the 
declarations alluded to might be stricken out, 
though he thought bv the next election the Know- 
Nothing i would b? no where, that they would be 
done, aud that the Biack Rt-publicans would be the 
party tbe Whigs would have to contend against. 

From this state of facts I supposed the change 
would be made in revising and preparing the docu- 
ment for presentation to the meeting the next day. 
But when it was presented in tLe same form, I re- 
peated my objections, saying that “I am an Ame- 
rican, and I will not subscribe to the declaration, 
that I cannot join an American party,” nor 
do I admit that the Know Nothing ’ faction, 
which came into existance without a name to re- 
commend it, or a location, is entitled to the name of 
tbe American party; “nor do I admit that the Whig 
party is dissolved, the declarations of the Louisville 
Journal and other kindred print* notwithstanding,’’ 
and I added, “nor will I stultify myself by declaring 
that I will not co-operate with the Democratic, or 
any other legitimate party, to oppose Know 
Nothmgism I am not tne advocate of a foreign 
party, nor of foreign influence. I am a genuene Ame- 
rican, and am glad that I have an opportunity of 
co-operatiog with the Democratic party, to endea- 
vor to save the Republic from anarchy and mis- 
rule.” 

These were the motives which governed me, and 
snch was the part I took, remarking to the meeting 
that if they conld not change the declarations in 
the subject matter to be acted on by the Conven- 
tion, 1 could not co-operate with them, and should 
have to withdraw. Not from the Whig party if 
ever they could act, but from that Convention, add- 
ing that I yielded to no man in devotion to the 
principles which the Whigs advocated and con- 
tended for. The Constitution and the laws of the 
Federal aDd State Governments are their platforms; 
they knew no other. 

Tbe remark in tbe Louisville Journal, in the ac- 
count given of that meeting, “That Mr. Thos. Joyes, 
of Louisville, who was last year an anti-American 
candidate for the Legislature, in this city, seceded 
from the meeting,” was gratuitous, and intended to 
imply that I left the meeting from a spirit of resent- 
ment or revenge. Not so. How and under what eir- 
camstances I was a candidate, baa been heretofore 
explained that it was not with an expectation of suc- 
cess. I never was an anti-American, nor an anti- 
American candidate, nor am I an office-seeker.

Dennison introduced a series of resolutions advising 
the adop: ion of measures whereby tbe masses of 
the people could be reached and attracted to Epis- 
copal worship. Rev Messrs. Cogwefl, Norton, 
Garter, Page, Merritt and Schetky, were elected 
members of the ecclesiastical court. Rev. Messrs. 
Berkley, Norton and McMurdy, were choaen Trus. 
tees of the General Theologies’ Seminary. 

An election for trustees of Shelby College was 
held, which resulted in the choice of the Rt. Rev. 
B. B. ^mith, D. D., Rev. Messrs. Berkly, Norton 
Cogwell, McMurdy, Descon. Carter, Page, Bush- 
nell, Maury, Shetky, Messrs. Cornwall, Craig, J. 
M Robinson, J. M. Rreeden, Dr. Lloyd, Dr Hop- 
son, Dr. Crittenden. Col. J. M Bullock - 

Dr. Crittenden offered the following resolutions, 
which were adopted: 

Resolved, That there be appointed a select com- 
mittee of two clergyman, and three laymen, to 
whom shall be referred all matters and questions of 
a business nature between the Rev. Dr. Waller aad 
tbe Diocese of ventucky, with tbe documents refer- 
ring thereto, aud that such committee be requested 
to report as early as practicable some plan or prop- 
osition for their final adjournment. 

The committee nominated and elected by the con- 
vention are Rev Mr Berkley and Bushnell, Dr.

session. 

Resolved, That this convention cannot termi- 
nate their present session without expressing its 
grateful ?ense of the cordial and liberal hospitality 
extended by the citizens of Louisville to the mem- 
bers of the convention. 

On motion the convention adjourned to 44 , P. M.

True State of Case iu Kausat. 

The Paris Citizen, an old and dignified paper, 
published in the very heart of our State, the 
editors of which have always been loyal to the 
South, presents the following as a true view of 
the condition of affaiis in Kansas We extract 
from the Citizen of the 29th 

Our friend Sebree, just returned from u trip to 
Kansas, handed ns yesterday morning an extra 
printed at Westport, Mo , on tbe 23d, giving an 
account of the late proceedings in the territory. 
It does not differ materially from the accounts re- 
ceived by telegraph, and to be found in another 
column It states that a company of about two 
hundred armed Free State men bad collected ut 
Lawrence, on tbe day after the assault upon that 



place, and an attack from them on the town of Frank- 
fort was feared The account is inflammatory, and 
counsels still further violence. It contains the fol- 



lowing significant passage “Our Missouri friends 
must unders: and that this is bat tbe beginning of 
the etd. We want you still f" 

Mr. Sebree says that large oumbera of Missou- 
rians are in the territory, aud that tbe supply of 
them is only limited by the demand. The repre- 
sentation be makes of the men who compose the 
body ot the pro-slavery party, and of their proceed 
ing*, is not very flattering to them. He says that 
decent Southern men who go there under no undue 
excitement, are ashamed of them, aud be saw some 
snch, whose minds on the subject of slavery in Kan- 
sas had undergone a complete change The large 
company of Soothe n emigrants r cruited in Ala 
bama, by Major Buford, he represents as a miserab, 
set of drunken loafers, many of whom have died in 
consequence of their vices and imprudence, and ail 
of whom are cursing the me'i that induced them to 
go to the cojntry. Mr 8ebree says it is generally 
conceded, that of the actual citizens of the terri- 
tory, two to one are in favor of a free State, and 
that with the exception of a comparatively small 
number of brawlers, they are quiet, industrious 
men, *eekmg to establish homes for themselves and 
their lamilies. they have been outnumbered aad 
outvoted by the people from the borders of Missou- 
ri, who have bee 1 organized for that parpose 
These are unpalatable truths for Southern men, 
but tbe sooner the truth is known the better Mr. 
Sebree thinks that the war has but commenced, and 
that, in a very short time, thousands of armed men 
will be in Kansas from the free States. 

Shocking JIurder. 

Seven Person* Butcher'd and Burnt In the 
Night. 

St. Joseph, May 22. 

Last night une of tbe most diabolical and terrible 
murders occurred within fonr miles of this city that 
has ever shocked a community or outraged hu- 
manity. 

Mr. Jacob Fr.end, with his wife and five children, 
resided in a neat cabin, embowered by ancient 
forests, upon the border of the beautiful lake which 
lies just below onr town, and cultivated, in a quiet 
but profitable way, a piece of land, which he lately 
reclaimed from the wilderness. Tbe banks of the 
lake are dotted with these simple habitations, and 
neighbors were all around him ; bat his honse was 
not visible to any, in consequence of the thickness 
of the intervening foliage. The hallo of a man or 
the barking of a dog could, however, be distinctly 
heard. 

Young Barana was there last evening, and left 
them all in the enjoyment of health and happiness. 
This morning, a young lady was passing, and found 
the house and its inhabitants in ashes. 

The cabin contained but one room, about sixteen 
feet square, with two doors, a window and a fire 
place were in the opposite ends, and the two doors 
in the opposite sides. On either side of tbe window, 
with their feet towards the doors,had stood the beds 
in which the family slept. From where the beds 
stood, egress was easy and convenient through ths 
windows and the doors. 

It was hardly possible then, that seven persons — 
a man of forty-five, a woman of forty, a young man 
of eighteen, a girl or sixteen and three small chil- 
dren — could have been burnt from fire originating in 
the fire-p ace. There were too many wavs of es- 
caping. Nor for the same reason could they have 
been burned to death, if fire had been commnni- 
cated to any part of t.,e building. Tbe concloaion, 
then, before any examination, was that murder, 
most foul and unnatural, bad been buay with his 
bloody knife, before tne pyre was ignited. 

This conclusion was confirmed by silent evidences 
which lay around. There, in the corner, near ths 
fire-place, was a skeleton, and tbere, just in front 
of tb - fire-place, was another ; and where the beds 
had stood, were all the others — 1 large one with the 
smallest clasped in its arms, and the rest clustered 
near. These were evidently the mother and ebii; 
dren Those near ths fire-place the father and son. 
By ons of the latter was a large knife, and by the 
other a three pronged pitch fork with points ex- 
tremely sharpened, and the barrel of a gun ; and 
in front of the house a revolver was found. — Sr. 
Louis Republican, 29th.

Poliry of line H big*. 

As tbe period approaches when tbe principle par 
ty organizations at present existing in tbe country 
will have placed before the public their respective 
candidates for tbeChief Magistracy of the Union, tk • 
question “What should the * hjga do”’ becomes 
daily more and more worthy of tbe consideration of 
snch as remain true to those principles 01 conserva- 
tism and national policy which have always charac- 
terized the Whig partv. 

In the absence of any organization of the Whig 
party there are perhaps few who would advise sep- 
arate and independent action on its part In the ap- 
proaching Presidential campaign, especially when 
the politics of the country are already subdivided 
to an anneal degree among rival and confl.cung or- 
ganizations. The addition of another distinctive 
candidate to those who wiU certainly be presented 
to the suffrages of the people would perhaps. In tbe 
present condition of tbe popular mind, >ubser*e 
no available purpose, but tend rather, by augment- 
ing the complications of tbe canvas, to the still 
greater embarrassment of those wbo seek to dio- 
chsr?e 'heir duty under the elective frsnchbe. 

But it is not so much with a view to tbe expres- 
sion of our own opinions respecting tbe iiae o; r all-

bers’ This problem, as it seems to us, can be *oiv- 
ei only by the mutual interchange of opinions 
I among “Old Line Whigs” in all sections of the coun- 
try' and bv concert of action after snch inter- 
change. We say Whigs of ail sections, for the only 
"sectionalism which we can acknowledge sa a 
component of Whig principles is that which ra 
braces all the sections of a common country ia the 
scope of iu beneficent measures of practical policy, 
while it leaves in obeyaoce those questions upon 
which a difference of abstract opinion may exist in 
perfect harmony with unity of political action ta 
matters affecting the national prosperity. 

Without some such comerence of the Whigs from 
nil quarter* of the Union it seems to us t..*t tb# 
line of policy which they should pursue would fad 
to be distinctly marked for tbe petty at large aad

activity. If deprived of tbe pow r to serve that 
cause iu the capacity or in the degree in which they 
could formerly command, let them still continue to 
serve it to the best of tneir ability, by wise!? b n a- 
handing their resources instead of suffering them 
to be frittered away from the mere lack ot 
in counsel aud action. 

If the“Otd Line Whigs’" shoud dissolve their di*

If there he Aught, 
as undoubtedly there is, in the principles and ten- 
dencies of each of the three parties, respectively 
styled “ Democratic,” “American,” and “Repuhlt 
can,” with which the Whir 9 m a body caunot bn 
expected cordially to sympathize, still lean can they 
contemplate with indifference sack a diafotegration 
of the body aa shall leave its fragments to b* whol- 
ly absorbed in one or another of tbe existing polit- 
ical IhcrioDS Preserving their nati nal or. a:. na- 
tion and acting in concert, tbe “Old Line Whigs'* 
may still exert a benefleient influence under any Ad- 
ministration which may accede to power 

Such, we suppose, were the considers ions whieh 
prompted the Whigs of Kentucky to make appeal 
to their brethren throohont the Union to meet then* 
in council, that by mutnal conference vod exchange 
of views the duty of all National Whigs in toe 
present exigency might be more clearly ascertained, 
whether the time aad place appointed by the Ken- 
tucky Convention shall meet w to general Approval 
rests with the Whigs of the other States to decide. 
Since Kentuck r turn taken tbe Initiative in this move- 
ment, her recommendations aa to such time and piae* 
of meeting will naturally he entitled to prior con- 
sideration, thongh if, for any substantial reason, 
another locality and another day may seem to be 
more generally preferred by the Whies of ths 
cjuntry, we do not donbt that those of Kentucky 
will most eheerfu.ly accede to wba may appear 
to be the wishes of a majority of their political 
friends.

A Day in Old Woodford. 

INTERESTING EXHIBITION OF AGRICULTURAL MA- 
CHINERY — FIC NIC, AC. 

Franklin, June 2, 1856. 

Editors Courier: 

The last day of May was a bright and beautiful 
day, and one long to be remembered by the farmers 
of Woodford. 

A portable steam engine, for farming purposes, 
having beep recently pnrebased by Col. W. P. Hart, 
a number of intelligent and enterprising farmers, 
and other- , accepted hi- kind invitation to see it put 
in operation near his residence at Spring Hill. 

The engine was made by Mr. Wood, of New 
York; is of eight horse power, weighs about four 
thousand pounds; cost about seven hundred dollars; 
consumes about half a cord of wood, and five bar- 
rels of water pe” day. The fire is made inside of 
tbe boiler, tbe steam escapes in tbe smoke pipe, and 
ex inguishes the spark; and the fly wheel answers 
also, for a driving wheel. 

It was temporally placed iu a small lot, on one 
side of which was a beautiful woodland clothed with 
richest bluegrass, in which a number of deer were 
quietly reposing; on the other side, a herd of mules 
were eating clover hay from racks, and cut sheaf 
oats from troughs. To replenish the latter a load 
of sheaf oats was hauled up, and one of

was placed upon a platform, and attached to the 
driving wheel of the engine by a large band; steam 
was up. and at the word the negro engineer put the 
whole in motion; cutting at the rate of twelve 
shi*ves per minute, and neither engine or cutting 
box appeared to be worked to their utmost ca- 
pacity.

PORTABLE URMP BREAKING MACHINK, 

patented by Mr. 8. A. Clemens, in 1853, and recently 
built and put in speration in St. Louis. The right 
to the machine having been sold in Mo., it is cow 
brought to Ky. to be introduced; and on this occa- 
sion was exhibited by tbe owner and inventor, wbo 
gladly availed himself of the use of the steam en- 
gine as a good propelling power. 

This hemp breaking machine is not larger or heav- 
ier than a common wool carding machine, aud is 
much less complicated, and sits steadily on the 
ground. The hemp stocks are fe 3 to the machine 
ou a rolling cloth apron, and passing between round 
iron rollers, is received into a vibrating or rocking 
apparatus of iron, which breaks tbe stocks into 
short pieces at one side and shakts tbe shives par- 
tially out of it at the other side The sh'ves are 
blown out at one side of the machine by a strong 
current of air produced by tbe machine; and the 
lint is received on another revolving apron; and with 
a little shaking and straightening is ready for being 
baled. 

It was the general opinion of the spectators that 
tbe machine was superior to any other ever operated 
in Kentucky; as it was more portable, wasted less 
hrmp than the handbrake, did not injure the fibre o f 
tbe hemp, and performed the cleaning much better 
than other machines; but of course the practical 
utility of all such machines can be Ascertained only 
by long continued use. These machines will cost 
a out 8600. will require a six-horse power, and 
will break about three hundred pounds per hour. 

The many good qualities of the machine should 
recommend it to a fair trial by the larger hemp 
raisers in Kentucky. For those who water-rot 
bemp it will certainly be valuable, since tbe porta- 
ble engine affords so good a propelling power. 

While the hemp-breaking was in progress on one 
side of the engine, 

MOFFATT’s SEPARATOR 

was being mounted on the platform on the other 
side. This is a large, enmberous lookiDg machine, 
which weighs about 1,600 lbs., costs about ’$225, 
requires a six or eight horse power, may be moved 
on a common four-horse wagon, and will thresh and 
chan, at one operation, about 800 bushels of oats, 
wheat, rice or barley, in a day. 

The machine used was entirely new, and those 
who operated and prepared it were novices; yet it 
was readily put into operation, wa3 under complete 
command of the engine, and threshed and cleaned 
both oata aud rye to the satisfaction of tbe specta- 
tors, who concluded that Kentucky wheat growers 
must soon dispense with machines which will thresh 
only.

But the exhibition of agricultural machinery was 
not the only interesting feature of tbe occasion. 
Accordi g to Col. Hart’s hospitable invitation, the 
farmer* had brought tbeir wives along with them, 
they had brought their daughters, who also had 
brought their beaux; and their sons also had 
brought their pretty cousins, Ac. 

DINNER 

being announced, a short walk brought the gentle- 
men through a beautiful woodland, in which, under 
the shade of forest-trees, tables had been spread, 
under tbe snperintendance of the ladies. Here 
were found, in abundance, not only all the more 
substantial articles of good living, but also a boun- 
tffnl supply of icecream, strawberries, cakes, lemo- 
nade, Ac. The good things were highly apprecia- 
ted aud enjoyed; and gallantry, cordiality and good 
feeling, were the order of the day. A band of mu- 
sic being provided for the occasion, the young la- 
dies and gentlemen adjourned to the house; the 
dance began, and the long deserted halls of old 
Spring Hill again resounded with elegant and re- 
fined enjoyment. 

The company presently dispersed in all directions, 
without the slightest unpleasant occurrence; all in- 
structed and delighted by the novel occasion, and I 
thought the Courier would like, perhaps, to have 
some account of it from A FARMER.

AFTERNOON BE88ION. 

After the usual ceremony, the Convention pro- 
ceeded to the consideration of the case of the Hev. 
Mr. Rooker, formerly rector of St. Paul’s Church 
in this city, but who for the Iast three years has 
been officiating in London, though his letter of 
leave from the Bishop of this diocese was for the pe- 
riod of one year. The nam: of the Rev. Mr. Booker 
bas been retained on the roll of the clergy, and it 
was upon the nuggestion of the B v. Mr. Cowgill 
that his case was presented to the consideration of 
the Convention. 

Tbe Bishop stated his views of the case. It was 
oneof extreme delicacy, because h_- deemed the 
Rev. Mr. Rooker to owe ecclesiastical allegiance to 
him, bat es he wasbeyoud his jurisdiction and pro- 
fessing to owe allegiance to the Bishop of London, 
he would, if it were the sense of the Convention, 
drop Mr. Rocker’s name from the roll. This being 
tacitly the sentiment of the Convention, the Bishop 
said he would make au entrance to that effect on 
his minutes. 

The question having been disposed of, the com- 
mittee appointed at the morning session to consi- 
der the application of I>i . Waiter, President or 
Shelby College, for aid, made report by its Chair- 
man, Rev. Mr. Berkley. In introducing his report, 
Mr. Berkley made an interesting verbal statement 
of the peculiar and pecuniary difficulties unde- 
which Dr. Waller labored, and which he said 
claimed the sympathy acd support of the Conven- 
tion. 

The report having been read, an animated dis- 
cussion ensued, in which Messrs. McCurdy, Denni- 
son, Bodley, Crsik Berkley, Waller, and others par- 
ticipated.

It is my i. Lasing dut. to chronicle one of tbe 
most exciting, best and certainly the prettieat three 
mile race ever run in Kentucky The betting com- 
menced the evening before, ivtn before the horses 
were entered, and was kept np to the but moment 
cf the race. Kach horse in the race had his friends 
and admirers, who were willing to back tbeir judg- 
ment in col I cash. The sky was cLar and baimy; 
the air cool and bracing; the track elastic and fast — 
such being the state of affairs, an immense con- 
course of people crowded the stands and the fields, 
and, tbe ladies stand, especially, was bedecked with 
maay gems of btauty. 

There weresix entries, Mr. Buford’s horse, John 
P. Cla ke; Mr. John M. Clay’s Princeton; Mr. 
Ihomas, Waxy; Mr. Campbell’s Mary Taylor; Mr. 
Graves’s Yorkshire, Alley, and Mr. Rosa's Puss Fai- 
ris. Each nag had felt tbe steel, and several of 
them, if not al: had the reputation of being pretty 
good race-horses. Waxy’s splendid performance, 
the Tuesday previous, having ran the best race at t *o 
miles ever made over this coarse, and, we have beard 
in America, caused him to have a host of backers, 
and be rather had the call before starting. Prince- 
ton had almost an equal number of fiiesds, and the 
1-eUingbetweeu him and Waxy was pretty lively. 
Buford’s colt had behaved so well, in tbe race 
with Waxy, that he was freely backed at a little 
odds, against any r.ag in the race. Mary Taylor 
was known to be a good one, bnt, her having to 
carry so much weight, placed her in a great di-ad- 
vantage with snch young and fleet horses, and the 
belling was about 5 to 100 that she would win.

Puss Fans third, Mary Taylor 
fourth, and Clay a bad fifth. In this position they 
ran three quarters of a mile; in coming down i he 
home stretch Bnford and Clay increased their speed, 
and all the horses passed the stand under a hard 
poll. Graves’ filly increased her speed a little, bat 
a little run flown ihe back stretch convinced her 
that she could not catch Waxy, who was running 
under a hard puli, but at a -teady lick. They again 
passed the stand, in pretty much the same position, 
none of the horses, except Graves, seeming willing 
to contend for the heat, and it was clear that she 
could not beat him. Graves kept Waxy at his old 
gait, and in coming np the hill, it was thought by 
many in the stand that she would win the heat. 
All at once a sadden shont went up, which an- 
nounced that Princeton had started for the heat. 
In com'ng into the home stretch, Pimceton had 
lapped Graves, a few more breasts and he had lapp- 
ed Waxy. Away they sped like twin ballets, and as 
they passed the string it was hard to tell who bad 
won t’n ■ heat Some pronounced it a dead heat, and 
while there was betting as to who had won the heat, 
the President announced that Waxy had won the 
heat, Princeton s cond — time 5:47. 

Tbe friends of Waxy were now confident that be 
would win, and be was freely backed agaicst the 
field. Princeton's friends were a little apprehensive 
that the desperate ran he had made, had taken bis 
speed from him. and Waxy had tbe call over him, at 
a 3100 to $70. All the horses cooled off well, espe- 
cially Princeton and Waxy.it being evident that 
none of the rest, except Greves, had ran a lick for 
the heat. Princeton’s friends had still confidence in 
bis game, and just before starting bet ; heir money 
pretty freely. At the tap of the dram they started 
for the 

SECOND HEAT. 

Puss Faris now took the lead, and began to act out 
the work in earnest; but she wasclosely^foilowedby 
Waxy, Graves third, Clay fourth, Bufoni fifth, and 
Mary Taylor sixth. All the horres, except Puss 
Faris and Waxy, were pretty much in a huddle;* id 
in this way they ran for two miles. U pon entering 
the third mile. Waxy let fly at Puss Faris, and be- 
fore she got to tbe half-mile ground, she gave it np, 
and he appeared clear ahead of her. Princeton did 
not like this, and at tbe half-mile ground com- 
menced his run. Waxy and Princeton seemed de- 
termined ti do or die. Princeton did not catch him 
until they entered the home stretch. But Bnford 
had not liked his position, and as the three, Maxy, 
Princeton, aud John Clark, got straightened in the 
home stretch, the ran became terrible. But Prince- 
ton was too much for them, and beat Wax/ a half 
length in 5:40. 

Princeton was now tbe favorite acainst the field, 
but Waxy’s friends had not yet f iven up all hopes. 
Both horses cooled off well, and the battle was not 
yet over. Buford cramped a little after this heat, 
and his friends lost confidence in standing any 
chance to win. The other three horses were now 
considered entirely out of the race, without aome 
misfortune happened to Princeton or Waxy, and 
tney all came to the score for the third time looking 
admirably well, bat it was evident tbatW axy was 
a little the worse of bis two hard heats, and showed 
more signs of distress than Princeton, who seemed 
perfectly easy. At the tap of the drum away they 
went for the 

THIRD HEAT. 

Waxy now took the lead, followed closely 
by Mary Taylor and Buford, Princeton fourth 
or fifth, flowing along under a hard poll. 
As they came to tbe stand at the end of the 
first mile, Waxy, was clearlv still in the lead, 
tbe others were so closely together, that had it not 
been for theeolors of the" boys’ dress, it would have 
been bard to distinguish between them. Away 
they went round the turn in the second mile, ail 
in a" huddle, and then it was that so many encom- 
iums were pronounced n, on the beautiful race. 
In going down the back stretch Buford made play 
at Mary Taylor and Waxy; he passed Mary, but 
could not catch Waxy. In coming down the home 
stretch in tbe second mile, Piinceton went up, 
passed Mary Taylor, and lay alongside of Buford. 
As thev passed the stand, a shout went np, some 
hollowing for Waxy, some for Princeton. The 
horses seemed to gather fresh strength from the 
excitement, end new animation from the load bus- 
zas, and the speed now became terrible for tbe 
third mile in a third heat. In straigtening into 
the back stretch, Princeton passed Bnford, and 
another shout announced that he had taken after 
Waxy. The ran down the hack stretch was beau- 
tiful between Princeton and Waxy. For several 
seconds it was undetermined who would be the vic- 
tor. Another shout . that rent the air, announced 
that Princeton had passed W axy Bat the race was 
not yet over, and it was soon evident that there 
wonldbe another desperate struggle between Prince- 
ton and Waxv. In going up the hill, Priocet'n was 
several lengths ahead, while the boy on Waxy con- 
tented himse!f with ea ing his horse up tbe hill, and 
battling him for another and an awful run home. 
As they came Into the stretch, Princeton was still 
in the lead, but another shout, and Waxy bad passed 
Princeton In this way they ran home, Princeton 
winning in 5.44L

Tbe sec- 
ond gives the Americans the right to have their 
ships of war in tbe Shatt-nl Arab— the month of the 
Tigris ; and tbe third of the articles allows them 
to have a factory at Knrnah .

Washington, May 30, M — The message of the 
President in relation to Central American affair# 
was sent to the Senate yesterday, bat not read It 
merely incloses a letter of Mr Marry to Mr Dallas, 
dated May 24, on the subject of the differences of 
opinion between the British Government and that 
of the United States regarding the construction and 
effect of the Convention of the 19th April, 1850, and 
the Central American question generally, and 
stating to Mr Dallas the views the President enter- 
tains on that question as it now stands, in order 
that he may communicate the same to the Earl of 
Clarendon. There has been no direct commnai- 
cation between the two Governments oi the main 
subject since the letter of Mr Buchanan to Earl 
Clarendon, of September last, his lordship's reply 
on the 28th September, and a brief rejoinder by 
by Mr. Buchanan on the 4th of the fol'owing Octo- 
ber. 

The President, it appears, would have been bet- 
ter satisfied if, in expreaeing a conviction that all 
obetae’es to a sat sfactory adjustment of the con- 
troversy might, with a conciliatory spirit on both 
s ! des, be overcome, the Earl of Clarendon had been 
pleased to indicate the means which, in his judg- 
ment, were calculated to produce so favorable a 
communication. For want of tnis the President 
was left to conjecture the precise idea of Her Majes- 
ty’s Government.

He is aware of many practical obstacles 
to the adjustment of any international difference of 
this nature by arbitration, of which difficulties Great 
Britain aud the United States have had experi. jce 
in the attempt to settle by such means the prev ous 
controversy on tbe subject of boundary between 
the United States and tbe British provinces in North 
America. The President does not doubt that any 
oue of the powers of Europe which should con- 
sent to undertake the task of such arbitration as 
now proposed, would perform the duty with im- 
perfect impartiality. But to apply to any power 
to do this would be to ask of it an aet which, if 
granted, would add to their own domestic dir ies 
and labors a burden of settling the complicated 
differences of other Governments 

He would greatly prefer that in a controversy like 
the present, taming on points and political geogra- 
phy, the matter should be referred to some on or 
more of those eminent men of science who do h onor 
to the intellect of Europe, and who with the pre- 
vious consent of their respective governments might 
well ua iertake the task of determining such a ques- 
tion to the acceptance as well as her Majesty's gov- 
ernment as that of tbe United States. 

You are therefore instructed to enter into a com- 
munication with her Majesty's principal Seen tary 
of Foreign Affairs in relation to Central America, 
ia order to ascertain ia the first place whether ex- 
isting differences oaanot be promptly settled by a 
direct negotiation, and if it cannot, then to discuss 
th conditions of arbitration of those points of dif- 
ference. as to which alone this method of settlement 
seems requisite or applicable, it being assumed that 
other points of difference would after that yield as of 
course to a conference between the Earl of Claren- 
don and yourself, c inducted in a spirit of cordiality 
and frankness which belongs to your personal rela- 
tions and dictated by the :rue interests of the Uni- 
ted States and Oreat Britain.
